The Narberth Building and Loan As- 
sociation lias assets of over $400,000, 
of which amount $300,000 has been 
loaned on first and second mortgages 
upon properties approved by a commit- 
tee of the Board, the company's solic- 
itor, Hon. F. W. Stites, and granted by 
unanimous consent of the Board of 
Directors. The properties upon which 
the money is loaned are all high grade 
and have been valued vciy conserva- 
tively so that with the present increase 
in values in real estate there is a much 
larger margin between the properties 
and the amount of the mortgage than 
when the loans were granted. 

Owing to the great demand for houses 
and the large number of homes that 
have been purchased within the last 
year, the Building and Lean Associa- 
tions in this vicinity have loaned about 
all their available funds and attention 
is called to the fact that payments can 
lie made at any meeting on the princi- 
pal of a mortgage so that the interest 
will be reduced and additional funds 
paid into the Association, which can be 
reloaned greatly to the advantage of 
the community.

The statue will be unveiled 'in Metz 
on August 21st by Marshal Foch, and 
President Deschanel will accept it in 
behalf of Fiance. Previous to the un- 
veiling the Knights of Columbus will 
be the guests of the French Government 
mi a tour of the French battlefields, 
where the overseas workers earned last- 
nig fame for the organization. From 
Metz the party will visit Nancy and 
Strasburg with its beautiful Cathedral 
and proceed thence to Lucerne, Switzer- 
land. The next stopping off places will 
be Milan and Borne. In ihe Eternal 
City September 1st, will be American 
Day at the Vatican by order of Pope 
Benedict XV. On that day the Knights 
will be the guests of the head of the 
Catholic Church and the Vatican and 
its gardens will be closed to all other 
visitors. 

After Kome another feature of the 
trip will be an official reception for the 
Knights in Genoa, the birthplace of 
Christopher Columbus. Although the 
order has been established 3S years, this 
will be the first official visit to the 
home of its patron.

REASONS FOR JOINING LEGION. 

What has the American Legion done? 

In response to that question from 
former service men and others, Com- 
mander Davis has prepared this answer, 
which is being sent by William G. Mur- 
doch, State Adjutant, to the 550 Posts 
in the State: 

First. The Legion has obtained from 
Congress increase of base pay to dis- 
abled men from $30 to $80 per mouth.. 

Second. The Legion through its serv- 
ice division at national headquarters- 
and war risk officers in every State,, 
lias co-opcratod with the War Risk In- 
surance Bureau, thereby adjusting thou- 
sands of claims for compensation for 
dependents of men who have died, and 
disabled men. 

Third. The Legion first disclosed the 
failure of the Federal Board of Voca- 
tional Education to do its duty toward 
disabled men. It brought about Con- 
gressional investigation of the Board 
and subsequent reforms. Through the 
national vocational officer at headquar- 
ters and State vocational officers it has 
devised a plan of co-operation with the 
Board which should speedily solve the 
vocational rehabilitation problem. 

Fourth. The Legion helped to obtain 
preference for ex service persons and 
their widows in civil service appoint- 
ments. Special preference for disabled 
men. 

Fifth. The Legion drafted and put 
before Congress the four-fold optional 
compensation bill. ' 

Sixth. By co-operation with Federal, 
State and local employment services, 
obtained work for thousands of ex- 
serviee men just out of uniform. 

Seventh. The Legion on May 30th 
decorated the graves of every comrade 
who sleeps on the Holds of the A. K. F. 

Kighth. The Legion publishes a live, 
alert, interesting magazine. The week- 
ly goes to Legion members and the 
public, through news-stands. No addi- 
tional charge is made to members for 
the weekly. 

Ninth. Tho American Legion is tho 
most powerful force for 100 per cent. 
Americanism in existence today. It 
has met crises without flinching al- 
ways on the side of law and order. 
In numerous instances of disorders and 
disaster, such as - lire or flood, it has 
always stood with the constituted a*u- . 
thorities for law- and order. 

Tenth. The Legion is not opposed to 
union labor. Samuel Gompcrs says 
there is no reason why a union man 
should not join the Legion, as tens of 
thousands have. 

Eleventh. Tho Legion docs not at- 
tempt to interfere with the rights of 
citizens. 

Twelfth. The Legion has never asked 
whether a man or group of ex-service 
men who need help were actually 
Legion members. In fact, most of tho 
disabled and needy it has aided were 
not Legion members at the time the 
Legion aided them. The Legion fights 
for all ex-service men and all real 
Americans. 

Thirteenth. The Legion will put you 
in touch with men you want to bo- 
united with.. It will give you a placo 
in patriotic community interests. All 
Legion Posts have certain social ad- 
vantages.

NARBERTH 'S UNPAVBD STREETS. 



At the July meeting of Borough 
Council Mr. Case and Mr. Peterson, 
both of Conway avenue between Stuart 
and Price avenues, addressed Council, 
requesting information as to when that 
part of Conway avenue would be paved. 

President Hall advised them that no 
improvement could be made by the 
borough, as the street was private prop- 
erty and had not been dedicated to the 
borough. 

For the information of owners of 
property on unpaved streets :ind others 
interested in the matter, we are print- i 
ing below sections of the General Hor- j 
ough Ad. commonly referred to as the j 
"Borough ('ode," hearing on this sub- I 
ject. 

Our present Council has followed the 
policy adopted by the last Council^ of 
not accepting for dedication unimprov- 
ed streets. The borough cniiuot pave 
or otherwise improve streets that are 
not dedicated, so Hint the same condi- 
tion applies to any street that was not 
dedicated to the borough lie fore the 
present • policy was adopted. As a 
matter of record, there are no dedicat- 
ed streets in the borough ;it present 
that have not been paved. 

At the same meeting a proffer was 
made to Council to accept for dedica- 
tion Woodbine avenue from Forrest to 
Essex avenue and Forrest avenue from 
Woodbine to the improved portion 
i.oith of Windsor avenue. The proffer 
was rejected because the streets were 
;.ol paved. 

General Borough Act. 

Chapter (i, Article 7, Section 4, Par. 

241: 

Fpon the petition of the majority of 
property owners, in interest and in 
number, abutting on the line of any 
proposed improvement, to lie verified 
by the afndavit of at least one of the 
petitioners, a majority in interest of 
owners of undivided interests in any j 
piece of property to be treated as one j 
person, a borough may grade, curb, | 
pave, or macadamize, or otherwise im- 
prove, any street, or alley, or part 
thereof, or Which may be in whole or 
in part boundaries thereof, and provide 
for the necessary drainage thereof and 
may also provide for the improvement 
of any street, road, bine, or alley, and 
any sectioHS or parts thereof in length 
in the space between the curb, gutter, 
or actual carriage-way line and the 
property line, either by an original 
work or improvement thereon, or by a 
change, repair, renewal, or alteration 
in the said highway, curb, parking 
space, or shade trees, or by changing, 
altering, renewing, replanting, prun- 
ing, or otherwise improving the same 
in any or all of said particulars. 

Chapter IS, Article 7, Section >.», Far. 
240: 

A borough may, without petition, or 
upon petition verified by allidavit of at 
least one of the petitioners, grade, curb, 
glitter, pave, macadamize, or otherwise 
improve streets, lanes, and alleys, or 
parts thereof, and collect from the own- 
ers of real estate abutting on the im- 
provement by an equal assessment on 
the foot front, the whole cost, or part 
thereof, including the expenses for the 
necessary drainage thereof, as follows; 
that is to say: 



1. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving or macadamizing, and 
is signed by petitioners representing 
two-thirds in the number of feet of 
property 'abutting on the proposed im- 
provement, and the real estate on both 
sides of the street is assessable, then 
two-thirds of the cost may be collected. 

2. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving, or macadamizing, ami 
is signed by petitioners representing 
two-thirds in the number of feet of 
property abutting on the proposed im- 
provement, and the real estate on one 
side only is assessable, then one-half 
of the cost may be collected. 

:(. If the petition be for grading, 
curbing, paving or macadamizing, and 
is signed by petitioners representing 
t on r-Jif ths in the number of feet of 
property abutting on the proposed im- 
provement, then the whole cost may be 
collected. The whole cost of such im- 
provements shall not be assessed unless 
the petition shall contain a statement 
to the e licet that the whole cost may be 
collected. 

4. It* the petition be for grading 
only, and is signed by a majority in 
number and interest of t lie owners of 
property abutting the line of the pro- 
posed improvement, a majority of the 
owners of undividded interest in any 
ono piece of properly to lie deemed as 
one person, then the whole cost, or any 
purr thereof, may be collected; and 
the Council, in making the assessment, 
may provide for an equitable reduc- 
tion, not exceeding one-third from the 
frontage of all lots at street or other 
intersections where, for any equitable 
cause, an assessment for the full front- 
age would be unjust. 

o. If any street is graded, curbed, 
paved, or macadamized without a peti- 
tion as provided in this section, then 
two-thirds of the cost mav be collected. 



Harrisburg, Pa., August ]. — Free 
shade trees for planting along the 
streets have been ottered to every mu- 
nicipality in the State by Gilford Pin- 
idiiit, the State's Chief Forester. He 
urged the city authorities to accept the 
assistance of experts of (he Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Forestry in the 
selection of new trees and in the care 
of the trees they now have. Forester 
Pinched also advocated the organiza- 
tion of shade! tree commissions. His 
letter to Clerks of Councils all over the 
State follows: 

"The Pennsylvania Department of 
Forestry is anxious to help you make 
your town an even more pleasant place 
in which to live. The value of sys- 
tematic planting and proper care of 
shade trees along streets to this end 
is very great. To get the best results 
from your trees rosponsibilty for this 
work should be definitely fixed. 

"A live Shade Tree Commission has 
greatly benefitted many cities and bor- 
oughs. If you have not already done 
so, provisions of the Act of May 31, 
11107, P. L. :Ui), might well be accepted 
by your Council and such a Commis- 
sion might be named. 

"The Department of Forestry will 
be glad to co-operate with the Shade 
Tree Commission of your borough by 
recommending the proper species, time, 
and places for planting, correct meth- 
ods for pruning, treatment for fungi 
and insect attacks, etc., as well as 
furnish trees, free of charge, for mimic 
ipnl and educational planting. 

"If you think well of the above 1 
would appreciate it very much if you 
would bring it to the attention of your 
Council, and at your convenience let 
me know the results. This department 
wants to he of use. " 



State Fairs 



Seventy agricultural exhibitions and 
fairs will be held in Pennsylvania this 
year, according to an announcement 
made by the State Department of Agri- 
culture. Last year there were sixty- 
six . exhibitions, >\ith a total attend- 
ance of i,~>->0M1 and 1,254,132 paid ad- 
missions, and aggregating $322,257.50. 
Total premiums paid were $147,114.27, 
and the aggregate expenses were $573.- 
077.52. The State had appropriated 
$52,833,051 toward the premiums.

Narberth Garden Club 1 Hospital ior Sick Babies 



How docs it sound } 

Jn a suburban town of thirty-seven 
hundred people and a thousand homes 
there should bo a number of people 
interested in the planting and growing 
i r l.i'cs, shrubs, flowers and vegeta- 
bles, also in town •planting and the 
care of birds. By being organized they 
can make a more beautiful town and 
derive pleasant and profitable benefits 
for 1 licniselves. 

Below is reprinted a clipping from 
August House and Garden: 

"The Garden Club of Kirtgewood, N. 
J., formed in j!)U, with eight members, 
by Mr. Hubert lj. Hoc, afterwards Pres- 
ident for four years, has now 300 mem- 
bers, all men, commuters, in. a town of 
8,000 population. This Club is said to 
be the largest of its hind iu the United 
States, perhaps in the world. .Evening 
meetings, which were held first in pri- 
vate houses, are now held in a public 
hall. Co-operative buying of seeds and 
other garden supplies was found to be 
so satisfactory that, it has been ex- 
tended to necessities for household use. 

Shows are held in June and Septem- 
ber, including vegetables, fruit, flowers 
and classes of artistic arrangement. 
General standards of gardening have 
been improved and advice on gardening 
published in the local papers. 

The real cstatenien declare the club 
is the most valuable asset the town 
possesses. 

Each of a number of members grows 
over a hundred varieties of dahlias, and 
one has 250 varieties. 

Hohokus, adjoining Ridgewood, has 
also a garden club of men. recently 
founded. The program for 1920 is con- 
fined to definite flower and shrub top- 
ics, beautifying Hohokus, arrangement 
of cut flowers, a garden night, field 
day, and a social night." 

The Narberth Civic Association has 
for the past several years held our 
flower shows, and a garden club might 
readily be formed among its members. 
As a suggestion: 
T1IK NAHBKHTH GAKOEX CLUB 
Organized August 19th, 1920. 

1. To acquire and disseminate among 
its members information relating to 
flowers, shrubs, trees, vegetables, and 
gardening in general. 

2. To study and encourage town 
planning and the -planting of gardens, 
parks and thoroughfares. 

3. To protect and to prevent the 
destruction of desirable trees in public 
places. 

4. To provide homes for and encour- 
age the protection of desirable birds 
and to study bird needs and habits. 

5. To co-operate with Federal, State 
and local authorities in the planting 
and maintainunce of trees, flowers and 
shrubs in public places. 

6. To encourage, assist and protect 
the planting of home gardens. 

7. To promote and encourage flowers 
and vegetable shows and exhibitions. 

8. To acquire and publish for the ben- 
efit of the community information such 
as will help make our town a healthier 
and more beautiful place in which to 
live.

20 FROM POOR FAMILIES OF CITY 

AIDED BY NURSES AT LLAN- 

ERCH— SEVERAL SERIOUS 

CASES ARE BEING 

TREATED. 



Twenty sick babies from some of 
the poorest families in the congested 
sections of the city are receiving the 
best possible attention in the Babies' 
Hospital of Philadelphia at Llancrch. 

They are lying in little white beds 
in the take-down houses that are open 
on nil sides to yet the most fresh air 
possible, yet caiel'ully screened. The 
nurse in charge of the hospital ex- 
plained the weight and quantity of 
their clothing was changed several 
times a day to insure they were cool 
during the hottest periods, not chilled 
when winds come up with quick .sum- 
mer .showers and warm enough at 
night. 

These open-air hospital rooms accom- 
modate fifty babies. There is consid- 
erably less sickness among small babies 
this summer than usual, duo to the 
cooler weather, asserted the nurse. Sho 
declared this was the reason many of 
the beds were unoccupied. 

The mere getting out of the crowded 
and dirty city is a big step toward 
saving the lives of these small babies 
during the summer. Added to the near- 
ly ideal temperature is the best care 
that doctors and trained nurses can 
give. A nurse is provided for every 
three babies. 

In the present family at the hospital 
are two sets of twins, neither set quite 
a year old. They are recuperating nice- 
ly. One little boy has been so ill that 
at 17 months he weighs only eight 
pounds. His hands look like bunches 
of small slate pencils, and his legs are 
Hi in bones with yellowish-blue skin 
stretched over them. AVhile other babies 
were crying 1o be fed he lay quietly 
and patiently as a grown person, fol- 
lowing the nurse's movement with his 
eyes. 

Among the convalescents is Morton, 
a negro ball}-, about two years old. His 
hair is about two inches long and kinks 
into a perfect halo around his face.

During the summer this hospital 
lakes all sick babies under three years 
of age that cannot be cared for prop- 
erly in their homes. They remain until 
they are well, whether it is a matter 
of days or weeks. 

When a baby is once brought there j 
the family is kept in touch with until j 
the child is six years old. It often j 
happens that two or three children in 
the same family have been nursed 
through serious illness and later re- 
freshed by spending a few days or 
more at the Beach Haven fresh air 
home, which is maintained by this or- 
ganization. 

At No. S34 South Ninth street, Phila- 
delphia, a free dispensary is conducted. 
And besides this, six nurses are kept 
to caution, advise and_ work with the 
mothers whose babies are not well. Tt 
is through these nurses that many cases 
panic to the hospital at Llanerch.

About Dahlias 



About August 15th, the experts say, 
is the time to fertilize dahlias. Vou 
can choose between sheep manure, cow 
manure or potato fertilizer or liquid 
sheep or cow manure. 

Dig a circular trench, in a fiftccii- 
inch circle around the main stalk not, 
more than two inches deep, sprinkle in 
the trench about four ounces of fertil- 
izer ami cover lightly with soil. If 
liquid manure is used it will not be 
necessary to cover over, as the rain or 
watering will wash the fertilizer down 
to the roots. Bepeat this treatment 
every three or four days or about twice 
a week until September 15th, and the 
size, quality and number of flowers will 
more than repay you for the effort. 

Disbud! Why have three small flow- 
ers with short, stems which are use- 
less for cutting, when you can have 
one fine large (lower with a long strong 
stem by simply pinching out or breaking 
ufl' the two side buds'?

1920. 



WAR RISK INSURANCE NOTES. 

There have been made available ap- 
proximately 14,(10(1 hospital beds in 
Army and Navy hospitals and in Na- 
tional Homes for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers, in addition to approximately 
15,000 beds in Public Health Service 
Hospitals. Many of these are ready 
for immediate service. 

At the present time, there are 17,981 
disabled ex-service men anil women 
(War Risk patients) being cared for 
iu more than one thousand hospitals 
scattered throughout the United States. 
Of this number, 8,123 are in hospitals 
owned or operated by the Government 
and 9,858 are in private hospitals, in- 
cluding State and county sanatorium*. 

The Public Health Service, the War 
and Navy Departments, the National 
Homes for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 
and the Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
are co-operating to the fullest extent 
in their united effort to extend and 
improve the Government 's service for 
the examination, care, treatment and 
liospitalixution of all those ex-service 
men aiuli women who have suffered 
either injury or disease by reason of 
their military or naval service during 
the recent World War, and who aro 
beneficiaries under the War Risk In- 
surance Act.
